Remarkable Mnscnlar Feats of Hen of 


Ancient and Modern Times. 


Venetianello, the Italian rope walker, 


although a man of short stature, was 
celebrated throughout Europe as the 
strongest man of the Sixteenth century. 
He daily performed with a hard wood 
beam twenty feet long and a foot square. 
This beam was a heavy load for two men 
of average build, yet this Liliputian pro- 
digy would walk about his exhibition 
grounds with it standing upon end on 
his shoulder, juggler fashion, and shift 
it from one shoulder to the other without 
the aid of his hands. 


Nicholas Klunher, another Sixteenth 


century athlete, living at Misnia, Ti 
ring, brought from a cellar a cask or 
hogshead of wine containing S52 gallons, 
without the aid of pulleys or ropes, and 
afterwards deposited it in a wagon. 


George le Feur, the German writer, 


mentions this extraordinary feat in his 
writing, and even says that the affidavits 
of persons who witnessed the removal of 
the cask were then extant. 


"I havo seen a man," says Mayolus, 


the Italian bishop, "in the town of Asle, 
who, in the presence of tho Marquis of 
Pescara, handled a pillar of marble three 
feet long and one foot square, which ho 
cast high in the air, then received it 
upon his arms, then threw it up again 
as easily as if it had been a cotton ball." 


Cardan writes that he once saw a man 


dancing with two full grown men in his 
arms, and with one seated Upon each 
shoulder and the fifth clinging around 
his neck. 


Hermann Maurice, count of Saxe, of 


whom Frederick tho Great wrote: "I 
have seen the hero of France; a man of 
whom all tho generals of Europe could 
learn the art of war," was a man re 
Downed for many feats requiring great 
muscular strength. While waiting at 
the village smithy for his war horse to 
be shod, his favorite pastime was that 
of pulling horseshoes in two and twist- 
ing off large bars of iron. 


Leebelski, the author, who was at Con- 


stantinople during tho celebration in 
honor of tho birth of Mahomet, sou of 
Amurath, tho Turkish emperor, in 1581, 
saw a man who lifted with ease a beam 
of hewed wood three feet in diameter, 
and so long and heavy that ten men 
wore unable to remove it from its resting 
place. The same man permitted a stone 
of 1,200 weight to be placed upon his 
chest, while eight men who placed it 
there with levers and ropes seated them- 
selves on the top of it. Leebelski adds: 
"Of this he made light jest." 


Thomas Topharn, tho wonderful strong 


man of the past century, performed 
many astonishing feats of strength. He 
was born at London in 1710. On the 28th 
day of May, 1741, when Topharn was 81 
years of ago, he gave the most wonder- 
ful exhibition when, at Cold Bath Fields, 
near London, he lifted three, hogsheads 
of water, weighing 1,880 pounds, in the 
presence of thousands of people. 


Dr. Desaguliers, tho expert called to 


witness his feats, says in his report: 
With his fingers he rolled up a very 
strong pewter dish in tho same manner 
and with as much ease as an ordinary 
man would a sheet of paper. Ho struck 
an iron poker, a yard long and three- 
fourths of an inch thick, across his bare 
arm, between the elbow and wrist, until 
tho instrument was bent so as to nearly 
form a right angle. 
Taking another 


poker of tho -same kind across the back 
of his neck, ho bent it in tho form of a 
horseshoe, and then mado it straight 
with liis bare hands. * * * He broke 
a hempen rope two inches in thickness, 
tho same with which two lior&es had 
pulled a stone roller weighing 800 pounds, 
and afterwards lifted the roller itself 
with nothing but his hands and a chain 
fastened in a large ring in the side of the 
column. 


John Bray, a Cornishman, who lived 


about tho same time, for a small wager 
carried six bushels of wheat and the 
miller, seated on top of the sacks, a dis- 
tance of 500 yards. In our own country 
W. B. Curtis, of New York city, lifted 
(in harness) 3,289 pounds Dec. 20, 1808. 
H. Loussing lifted 1.884 pounds with tho 
hands alone, at Cincinnati, in 1880. 
Three years later D, L. Doud, of Spring- 
field, Mass., beat the Cincinnati man's 
lift 58} pounds. 


Sterns Carpenter, an old man living 


at Granite Corners, N. Y,, in 1888, 
claimed to have shouldered a cannon 
weighing 1,400, and to have once car- 
ried a box of scrap iron weighing 1,900 
pounds. At the age of 80 years, in 1883, 
he could grasp a 20-foot railroad rail in 
each hand and walk off with them. 


At Berthierville, Canada, Oct. 1, 1888, 


Louis Cyr crept under some trestles upon 
which 8,530 pounds of pig iron rested 
upon heavy timbers and succeeded in 
raising that enormous weight more than 
two inches from its resting place upon 
the trestles. 


At Lynn, Mass.. Dec. 13, 1884, C. O. 


Breed lifted a barrel of flr ur 240 times 
with one hand in one minute. The total 
weight lifted in that sixty seconds 
amounted to 50,680 pounds, over twen- 
ty-eight tons. It is doubtful if this has 
ever been excelled. All the above re- 
markable facts have been placed on rec- 
ord.—John W. Wright in St. Louis Re- 
public. 


Potatoes in Surgery. 


The eating of large quantities of pota- 


toes has been tried as a means of relief 
from foreign bodies that have been acci- 
dentally swallowed. The whole intes- 
tinal canal Is thus dilated proportionately 
and the foreign body is carried through. 
Professor Billroth and Dr. Salzer affirm 
that many surgical operations might be 
avoided in this way. Such articles as a 
twenty gramme weight, a set of artificial 
teeth and a needle have been successful- 
ly removed.—New York Telegram. 


First Shot at Banker Hill. 


Mr. Moody Bailey, of Dexter, Me., has 


an old flintlock musket that is believed 
by The Dexter Gazette to be the first gun 
fired at Bunker Hill. The Gazette says 
that its former owner, Benjamin Page, 
was the only American soldier that fired 
before be saw the whites of the enemy's 
eyes, on that momentous day.

Fraudulent Transactions ol Past 


Tears Now Coming to Light. 


Evidence That He Misused the Bonds 


of the State for His Own 


Benefit. 


HEW ORLEANS, Sept 27.—The state- 


ment of Marsh Stodilart, cashier of the 
State Treasury during Major Burke's 
term, that he had called Burke's atten- 
tion in 188C to the fact that coupons had 
been presented of bonds supposed to 
have been destroyed was cabled tr> Major 
Bnrke iu London. In reply, Burke says 
it is Impossible to attempt 
any ex- 


planations respecting publications of 
this character of which he is ignor- 
ant 
touching matters of 
years ago. 


He then shows how the apparent dis- 
crepancies might exist in the payment of 
coupons which are not always presented 
when due. In conclusion, he says: 


"If I abandon my business here I will 


lose the results of six mouths' struggle. 
The day the papers are signed releasing 
me from the trusts of others. I will sail 
for Louisiana. I hold myself solely and 
individually responsible for every act of 
the office, and no parson should for an 
instant be permitted to bear a shadow of 
criticism on its account." 


Attorney-General Rogers, beins inter- 


viewed, said he did not think that Major 
Burke was much surprised by the dis • 
closures. When the affairs of his office 
were examined by a Legislative commit- 
tee, 
and his books reported to be cor- 


rect, Major Burke naturally felt relieved. 
He must know, however, that the matter 
could not end thoro. but that the defal- 
cation in his office must eventually be- 
come known. He furthei stated that a 
Stats warrant which had been paid long 
a^o was recently presented for payment 
again, and it was found that Burke had 
himself given the warrant to a bank as 
collateral for a loan. 


The Attorney-General further stated 


that he had information that during Ma- 
jor Burke's occupancy of the treasurer's 
office un insurance company had deposit- 
ed a number of State bonds for the se- 
curity of local policy-holders as required 
by law. Shortly after Mr. Pipes became 
treasurer this company, desiring to go 
out of business, apnlled for the return of 
their bonds. Mr. Pipes took from the 
vaults the package ot bonds credited to 
the company, but the officers of the lat- 
ter refused to receive it, claiming that it 
did not contain the bonds which thoy had 
deposited. Tho bonds deposited were of 
tuo denomination of .^LOOO, while theso 
returned were .^IDO bonds. There was 
some difference in tho value of the bonds, 
and tho company wanted its own securi- 
ties. The matter was called to the atten- 
tion of Major nurke aud he made good 
the difference by giving his check for 
$170. 


Judge Rogers said that brokers aud 


other holders of fraudulent bonds were 
averse to giving any information as to 
where they got (hem. 
This was all 


wrong, ho said, as it was the duty of 
every one to assist iu clearing up the 
matter, to protect fie innocent and to 
bring Ithe guilty to punishment. He 
thought all of those who refused to talk 
now would be Induced to speak when the 
judicial investigation was instituted. 


It is stated tliat Judge Man-will charge 


the grand jury, when his court opens 
next Tuesday, to investigate the fraudu- 
lent issue of bonds, and to bring in In- 
dictments against those whom it finds 
responsible for placing the invalid secur- 
ities on tho market.

Six Men EnguUed in a Sea of 


Molten Steel. 


One Missing, One Fatally and Several 


Seriously 
Burned—A

tism ol Fire. 


PITTSBUHOH, .Pa., Sept. 27.—Farnace 


"C" o£ the Edgar Thompson Steel-works 
at Braddock was not working satisfac- 
torily yesterday, and at seven o'clock 
last evening Captain W. R. Jones, man- 
ager of the works, together with six of 
his men, went to work to remedy the 
trouble. It was discovered that a hard 
crust of cinder had formed inside of the 
furnace, and an oriflce fifteen inches In 
diameter was made through the side of 
the furnace stack, which Is eighty fe et 
high 
and twenty feet 
In 
diameter. 


Through this hole a heavy iron bar was 
thrust to break tho cinder crust. In au 
instant the crust gave way and a perfect 
river of molten iron and cinder gushed 
throueh tho aperture, literally covering 
Captain Jones and his workmen In a sea 
of flame and hurling them in all direc- 
tions. 


Captain Jones was picked up fro m the 


sand pit, fully forty feet from the stack. 
The others were lifted about the same 
distance in other directions. A Hun- 
garian who was in th« party has not yet 
been found.

Mason had Hershey brought out of hock 
yesterday afternoon and taken before 
Justice Provost when a plain charge of 
vagrancy was preferred 
against him. 


Hershey had no money, nor no way of 
getting any cash. He saw the doors of 
the county bastile opening again to re- 
ceive him, and in his despair he went to 
Mason to plead for deliverance. 
He 


wanted to know if there wasn't some way 
ot escaping what appeared to be inevit- 
able imprisonment, and said if he conld 
only get free of the threatened punish- 
ment some way he would never bother 
the police nor anybody else in Decatur 
again. His promises were profuse. At 
last the Marshal said the case might be 
continued until Monday and the 'Squire 
might let him go until then on his own 
recognizance. The 'Squire acquiesced, 
and Hershey, his heart as light HB a 
feather, left the court room quicker 
than

TIME BY BLKCTBICITY. 


More Electrical Appliances Utilized by a De- 


catKi' Firm. 


The Western Union Telegraph com- 


pany is putting in plants for furnishing 
observatory time. Their plan is to furn- 
ish each subscriber with a synchronized 
self winding clock, with wires that con- 
nect all the clocks together, and the 
whole plant with the "master clock" 
which will be placed in the Western Un- 
ion Telegraph office here. The master 
clock, being corrected daily by electricity 
from the observatory, will synchronize all 
the other clocks hourly, so that they will 
be set to the fraction of B second each 
time. Everybody is thereby enabled to 
have the exact time, and everybody the 
same time. All manufacturing houses, 
and business houses generally, will find 
it as necessary to have one of these clocks 
as it is a telephone. There is one in the 
Wabash office at the depot, and has been 
for about a year. 
At that time, the 


clocks were for sale, but now they are all 
controlled by the Western Union Tele- 
graph company, and cannot be bought 
any more than a telephone can. The 
Telegraph company puts in the whole 
outfit, connects up all the wires, and fur- 
nishes you a clock which is corrected 
every hour, for a year, at the rental of 
81.00 a month.

that kind here, and has the superinten- 
dent's promise that the plant shall be 
started here just as soon as they have at 
least twenty subscribers. I Springfield 
has a plant now of twenty-two subscrib- 
ers, and Roekford one of thirty.
